EASTERN LINES DENY 
~ CHARGES AS TO RATES 


Their Brief Forwarded to Fed- 
eral Judges in Contempt Case 
Against Terminal. 

A brief in behalf of the 
lines, in the suit known as the con- 
tempt proceeding against the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association, was for- 
warded yesterday to Federal Judges 
Sanborn, Hook and Stone, who are 
to decide the case without hearing 
oral arguments. The official record 
of the proceeding was filed with the 
Judges in April by Byron F. Bab- 
bitt, special examiner. 

Four Western lines, the Frisco, 
Missouri Pacific, Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas and Rock Island, which 
filed the proceeding, have alleged 
that, under the arrangement main- 
tained by the Terminal Association, 
they are required to pay the river- 
crossing charges on all through 
freight, in whichever direction it 1s 
bound—that on freight going east 
they must pay the Terminal Associa- 
tion’s charges to East St. Louis, and 
that on freight coming west they 
must pay the charges from East 5t. 
Louis across the river. The contro- 
versy applies only to through freight 
passing through St. Louis, and not to 
shipments originating here or des- 
tined to this city. 

The Western lines have charged 
that the Terminal! Association, by tts 
methods of assessing the river 
charges in both directions against 
the Western lines, has violated the 
decree of the United States Supreme 
Court. which forbade it to act as a 
carrier,:and which required that it 
limit its activities to serving as an 
agent for the railroad lines. The 
counsel for the Western lines have 
asked that the Terminal be required 
to change its practic , on pain of the 
appointment of a receiver. 

The brief filed in behalf of the 
Eastern lines denies the charges, 
and cites testimony taken before 
Special Master Babbitt to show that 
the controversy is one affecting a 
division of the through rates and as 
|}guch should be referred to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

The brief quotes from the ad- 
missions of counsel] and witnesses as 
} proving that the public is uncon- 
cerned in this controversy, and that 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion alone has jurisdiction to deter- 
mine how the rates shall be divided 
among the railroads.

LOSING ITS TREES 


Decrease 50 Per Cent in Last 25 
Years in City—Few Being 
Replanted.

NEW YORK, July 7.—New York 
City eventually will become a tree- 
less city unless {t adopts a continuous 
policy of renewal and intensive main- 
tenance of its parks, according to 
Park Commissioner Francis D. Gal- 
latin. His warning is justified by the 
records. of the Park Department, 
which show that the greatest city of 
the country, if not the world, is 
being denuded of its shade trees at a 
rate which may convert Manhattan, 
into a barren habitat 

many of the present 


particularly, 
probably for 
generation. 
The situation !s worst {!n Manhat- 
tan Here, Gallatin explained, were 
distributed about 130,000 trees of 
some eighty varieties, of which 90,- 
000 were growing in Central Park, 
25,000 in other parks and = 15,000 
shade trees in the streets of the city. 
These trees are dying or being re- 
moved for various defects at the 
rate approximately of 3500 a year. 
They are being replaced at the rate 
of only 2500 a year, so that there is 
a yearly deficit of 1000. The discrep- 


ancy between the removal rate and) 


the renewal rate is all the more sig- 
nificant, explains Commissioner Gal- 
latin. when one considers that the 
average life of trees in New York 
City is but 25 years: If this condi- 
tion continues for the next 25 years, 
all the present generation of trees 
will have perished and in their place 
will stand, at the present rate of re- 
newal, less than half the present 
number of trees. 

The result is seen in greatest pano- 
rama along the west side of Central 
Park. It was first apparent on the 
Mall, but that part of Central Park 
is rapidly being restored because of 
ite important relation to the Central 
Park Scheme in general, and further 
because it offered an excellent oppor- 
tunity for Park Commissioner Galla- 
tin to demonstrate whether the res- 


toration of the park to its original | 


beauty could be undertaken effec- 
tively by planting large trees——for in- 
stance. trees measuring as much as 8 
inches in diameter 

Sixty new trees of this type and of 
nearly a dozen different varieties 
have been planted on the Mall where 
the original trees died, and to date 
not one of the renewals has been 
lost. The success attained with these 
trees, under the direction of J. 5 
Kaplan, Forester of the Park De- 
partment, is the more marked, says 
Commissioner Gallatin, because con- 
ditions in Central Park are more ad- 
verse for growing trees than they 
are anywhere else in the world. 

The trees with which the success- 
ful experiment has been made on the 
Malj cost the Park Department only 
$50 eacygfo purchase and plant. An 
addition $°5 must be added to their 
initial cost as the expense of cultiva- 
ion for a period of two years, after

Worst of all—because 
howering over all—is a heavy 
burden of debt. And to whom 
does France owe this and all 
that caused it? Who invaded 
and sought to destroy her? Who, 
beaten back at last, left noth- 
ing but misery and ruin behind? 
“Germany Must Pay.” 

‘The world knows the answer 
and divine justice will assess the 
penalty. Germany must pay. 
And she must pay in full. The 
treaty of Versailles was framed 
not to be broken or evaded, but 
to be enforced. No great treaty 
in history received more anxious 
or ‘careful consideration through 
weary months. A great Presi- 
dent of the United States came 
to the conference with the sin- 
gle ambition to do justice to all. 
He asked for’ nothing for Amer- 
ica, but he sought a lasting 
peace in Europe and his col- 
leagues of France and England 
saw and felt as he did.. They 
tried to make a peace that would 
end war. Heavenly wisdom has 
not yet descended upon the 
earth and the wisest statesmen 
have never been and never will 
be infallible. The treaty of 
Versailles doubtless contains 
mistakes, which time will show, 
but one mistake that was not 
made was undue severity to Ger- 
many. 

“IT hope with all my heart for 
future peace among the nations 
—that peace of justice’which all 
sought .to bring about at Ver- 
sailles—for our children and all 
who shall come after them. I 
do not speak in any way for the 
new administration at Washing- 
ton, nor do I speak for the 
United States by virtue of a com- 
mission which I am laying 
down. But if I know the Amer-
